Crowding to the top of the Atlanta 
thermometer, the mercury Monday 
afternoon pushed to 99 degrees, mak- 
ing a new all-time record for June 23 
and failing to reach the all-time high 
temperature for this city by only 3.2 
degrees. 

C. F. von Herrmann, head of the 
local. weather bureau, could see no 
relief in sight. His forecast for today 
was “fair and warm,” but whether it 
would be as warm or warmer he could 
not say. That will depend on the 
vagaries of wind and the other ele- 
ments which govern the temperature. 

Atlanta was not alone in its heat. 


Phenomenal temperatures were re- 
ported from every section of the state

measure was roared out by the senate 
in answer to the last-minute protest 
voiced by Mr. Hoover, who quoted 
Secretary Mellon as saying the .egis- 
lation would necessitate a certain in- 
crease in taxation next year. 
Through seven long hours of de- 
bate both republicans and democrats 
deplored the president’s stand. A sub-

500 Cases of Trachoma, Baf- 
fling Disease, Said To Ex- 
ist in Georgia. 


More than 500 cases of trachoma, 
a baffling disease which sometimes 
results in total blindness, known to 
exist in Georgia, are acting as an 
impetus toward a thorough survey of 
the blind in Georgia, it was learned 
Monday at the state board of health 

An appeal has been made to the 


United States public health service 


for aid, it was said, and, in addi- 
tion Georgia health officials have con- 
ferred with Mrs. J. I. Bloom, secre- 
tary of the Georgia Association of 
Workers for the Blind, with the ob- 
ject of co-operating with that organ- 
ization in a survey now being con- 
ducted. 

The number of cases now present in 
Georgia does not in any way consti- 
tute an epidemic, it was said. How- 
ever, a large numbe: of new cases 
has been reported recently, most of 
them in the southwest Georgia coun- 
ties. 

The measures under consideration 
are precautionary, in order to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease, which 
is contagious, 

A clinic was established in south 
Georgia a number of years ago by 
the United States Publie Health 
Service to study the disease, but 
through lack of funds the project was 
finally abandoned. 

Trachoma has been known for 
years, and immigrants often suffer 
from it. When detected, they are not 
permitted to enter the United States. 
Up to the present it has been more 
prevalent in mountainous distriets. 
records show, although the south 
Georgia. counties affected do not fall 
in that class. It is often mistaken 
for a case of granulated eyelids, and 
for that reason is difficult to com- 
bat. Wrong diagnosis has resulted 
in permanent blindness in many in- 
stances, Dr. Winchester said. 

A slight operation, involving the 
scraping of the eyelids, is one of the 
chief methods of combating the dis- 
ease. It has been known to reap- 
pear in families over a period of sev- 
eral generations.

TINKHAM WILL GIVE 
CANNON NO MORE TIME 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—(/)— 
The contention of Bishop James Can- 
non, Jr., that Representative. Tink- 
ham, republican, Massachusetts, had 
failed to diseard congressional im- 
munity on his allegations regarding 
the Methodist leader’s account of 
funds received in the 1928 anti-Smith 
campaign brought a statement today 
from Tinkham that the bishop had not 
denied his charges. 

Tinkham charged last Tuesday in 
the house that Bishop Cannon had 
violated the federal corrupt practices 
act in failing to account for $48,300 
of a sum contributed toward “the cam- 

ign fund by E. C. Jameson, a New 
Fort eapitalist. When — 2 Can- 
non challenged him to divest himself 
of congressional immunity the Massa- 
chusetts member issued a statement 
in which he repeated that portion of 
his speech. 

Cannon replied in a statement that 
Tinkham had failed to reiterate all 
the charges made in his speech. 

Tinkham said in his statement to- 
day that Bishop Cannon “has made 
no denial of this charge nor has he 
taken any action against me” and 
added that “his silence on this point 
can be construed by intelligent peo- 
Ya ate as an admission of 
gui 

The text of Tinkham’s statement 
read: “Divested of my congressional 
immunity, I have over my signature 
publicly charged Bishop Cannon with 
being a shameless violator of a crimi- 
nal statute and not accounting un- 
der the federal corrupt practices act 
for $48,300 contributed to him by E 
C. Jameson. This is the charge I 
made against him in the house of rep- 
resentatives, June 17. 

“He had made no denial of this 
charge nor has he taken any action 
against me, His silence on this point 
can be construed by intelligent peo- 
ple everywhere only as an admission 
of guilt. To save himself the con- 
demnation his act merits; he is now 
attempting to becloud the true issue, 
which is his shameless violation of a 
criminal statute, of which charge and 
its implications he had an vopportu- 
nity to clear himself before the sen- 
ate lobby investigating committee. I 
do not propose at this time to assist 
him in this attempt to becloud the is- 
sue.’

VALUE OF DAIRY FARMS 
DISCUSSED BY PENNEY 


MACON, Ga., June 23.—(#/)—As- 
serting that the dairy farm is the 
backbone. of the economic structure of 
our country, J. C. Penney, head of 
the stores bearing his name and of the 
Foremost Dairies, Inc., said in a 
statement Monday that the success of 


the dairy industry in Georgia depeud- 


ed on the education of the producer 
as to having only pure-bred cows, of 
the publie as to the value of milk and 
to the businessman for co-operation 
with the dairyman in making the 
business a success. 

Georgia drinks only one-third as 
much milk in proportion to the popu- 
lation as the state of New York, Mr. 
Penney said. Georgia also has less 
than three per cent of cattle pure 
bred, showing that the daigy interests 
here have not awakened to the — 
that it takes as much to feed a 
cow as a good milk producer. Until til 
this happens, Mr. Penney said, the 
cost of operating will exceed the pro- 
ceeds of sale. 

Cows in Wisconsin produce 300 
pounds of butter fat per year, while 
those in Georgia produce less than one 
hundred pounds, he said. The state 
of Wisconsin, he added, suffered less 
during the period of depression after 
the war than any other state. 

The attitude in the south is totally 
different from that in the financial 
centers of the north,” he said of gen- 
eral conditions. “I see little cause for 
worry and a great many reasons why 
the south can look forward to a high- 
ly prosperous year if the farmers and 


businessmen get together on a uniform“ 


program of development. 

“Il am genuinely surprised at _ the 
fine condition of the eotton crop.”

NEW YORK, June 23.—(4)—After 
making new lows in the forenoon, 
prices of stocks and the leading spec- 
ulative commodities rallied in the 
afternoon markets today. Wall Street, 
however, was not incline. to cele- 
brate the upturn prematurely, for it 
recalled that recent interruptions in 
the long downward trend d been 
both technical and brief. 

Stocks more than regained their 
early losses, which had been made 
on two distinct selling movements, 
the second more vigorous than the 
first. In the grain market. July 
wheat closed only an eighth of a cent 
lower against the morning's break of 
nearly 3 cents to 89 1-2, the lowest 
since 1914. Other months made small 
net advances. The early losses in 
cotton ranged from about $1.50 to 
nearly $2 a bdle, but these were sub- 
stantially reduced and the market 
closed 60 cents to $1.10 lower. Corn 
was steadier, finishing a cent to a 
cent and a half higher. 

Execution of the large week-end ac- 
cumulation of selling orders, includ- 
ing weakened margin holdings, broke 
stocks at the opening, which saw 
blocks of 10,000 to 40,000 shares.

Enough support was forthcoming to
